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Flying Vet’s hunger strike 


VALE ‘Flying Vet’ Maurice 
Kirk is on a protest hunger 
strike in Cardiff Prison, where 
he is remanded in custody to 
face two charges concerning a 
vintage World War 1 firearm. 

His wife, Mrs Kirsty Kirk, told 
The GEM that her husband has 
been refusing food for 12 days and 
that she and their young daughter 
are “distressed and desperately 
worried” as Mr Kirk is 65 and in 
poor physical health. 

She said that she had visited her 
aviator husband in prison and that 
he was “upset and frustrated” as 
he was anxious to make a person¬ 
al appearance in court to defend 
himself against the charges. 

In June he was charged with 
unlawfully possessing a Lewis 
machine gun and also attempting 
to sell it without proper authority. 

Barry magistrates granted him 
conditional bail, but the prosecu¬ 
tion appealed against this decision 
at Cardiff Crown Court and he 
was remanded in custody until 



July 6, and then again until 
September 1. 

Before The GEM went to press 
yesterday, we contacted a 
spokesperson for the Prison 
Service in London who responded 
with this official statement: 

“A prisoner at HMP Cardijf is 
refusing food. Guidance to prison 
staff on managing food refusal 
states that food refusal should 


always be taken seriously. 

“The prisoner should be helped 
to find constructive ways to meet 
his or her underlying need, for 
example through the application 
process, the Independent 
Monitoring Board, Request and 
Complaint procedure or contact¬ 
ing a lawyer or MP. 

“A multi-disciplinary approach 
to managing those refusing food is 
encouraged, and healthcare staff 
should be involved at an early 
stage in order to assess the prison¬ 
er ’s physical and mental health. 

“Healthcare staff may wish to 
involve their local Primary Care 
Trust for specialist dietary 
advice. ” 

A spokesperson for Vale MP, 
Mr John Smith said: T can con¬ 
firm that Mr Smith has made rep¬ 
resentations to the Ministry of 
Justice and a reply is awaited. 

“I am unable to give further 
information as this is a confiden¬ 
tial matter between Mr Smith and 
his constituent.” 


Vale village residents 
look to the Assembly 
to protect their pubs

RESIDENTS in 
Llansannor are 
looking to the 
Assembly to intro¬ 
duce measures that 
could protect vil¬ 
lage pubs. 

The call comes as 
their village pub, the 
City Inn, continues to 
deteriorate after the 
building ceased to oper¬ 
ate as a pub. The build¬ 
ing was bought by the 
Prisk Pub Co, and has 
been offered for sale (at 
an asking price of 
£650,000) but no buyers 
have come forward. 

In recent years, the 
pub owner has made a 
number of planning 
applications, looking to 
combine a pub refur¬ 
bishment with building 
new dwellings on the 
site - but these have 
either been turned down 
or withdrawn. 

Now, the latest appli¬ 
cation seeks to convert 
the pub to a single 
dwelling with some 
external alterations. The 
planning committee on 
the Vale Council has 
deferred a decision on 
this application, pending 
a site visit, which is due 
to take place today 
(Thursday). 

However, villagers in 
Llansannor feel that the 
story of the City Inn has 
wider implications for 
villages throughout 
Wales, and they have 
had support from the 


local regional AM, 
Andrew RT Davies. 

At issue is the fact 
that many village pubs 
come with a large area 
of land, either in car 
parking space, or gar¬ 
dens, or both. This 
makes them a tempting 
target for property 
developers - particularly 
at a time when a large 
number of pubs are clos¬ 
ing on a UK-wide basis. 

A Llansannor resi¬ 
dent, Mark Jarvis, told 
The GEM: “The City 
Inn has never actually 
failed as a pub. There 
have been pubs going 
out of business, because 
landlords could not 
afford high rents when 
tied to a large pub chain, 
but most free houses are 
surviving, and the City 
Inn has always been a 
free house.” 

Another resident, 

Glyn Canter, said that he 
was disappointed with 
the latest application, 
which would see the vil¬ 
lage pub disappear for 
good if granted. 

He said: “Once you 
lose a community asset, 
such as the village pub, 
it will never come back. 

“It is disappointing, 
because the villagers 
have had two public 
meetings with the 
owner, and we felt hope¬ 
ful that the pub could be 
saved, perhaps in a 
smaller form.” 

Andrew RT Davies 
AM told The GEM: “I 


think that AMs need to 
push for tougher plan¬ 
ning guidelines at the 
Assembly. 

“The TAN guide 
notes should be tough¬ 
ened up to regard village 
pubs, which so often are 
a focal point of the com¬ 
munity, as an asset 
which should be pre¬ 
served and protected. 

“If a developer was 
aware that it would be 
difficult to redevelop the 
land, they would be less 
likely to buy up pubs. 

“The result would be 
that it would be more 
attractive then for people 
to buy it as a going con¬ 
cern and make a go of it. 

“There would be an 
incentive then to look at 
ways that pubs could 
generate extra revenue.” 

The Vale Council 
report into the latest 
application reveals that 
the Brisk Pub Co bought 
the City Inn in 
November 2006 for 
£410,000, and that it 
was later put on the mar¬ 
ket at an asking price of 


£650,000. 

Council officers 
appointed a firm of char¬ 
tered surveyors who 
prepared a report, and 
this report said that at no 
point between 
November 2006 and the 
present day had the 
property been worth the 
£650,000 asking price, 
or “a value close to it”. 

The same report noted 
that the recent auction of 
the property, with a 
guide price of £450,000, 
was “totally unrealistic”. 
The surveyors put the 
current value of the 
property at £250,000 to 
£275,000. 

Mark Jarvis said: 

“The City Inn used to 
operate alongside the 
village hall as a hub of 
the community. The hall 
is still busy, and there is 
potential for a pub to 
stay in business.” 

The GEM attempted 
to contact the Prisk Pub 
Co. for a comment but, 
at the time of going to 
press, there had been 
no response.

‘OPEN ON SUNDAY’ 


- call to Cowbridge traders 


COWBRIDGE 
traders may be 
asked to consider 
Sunday trading as 
a means of 
increasing footfall 
into the town. 

Alun John told the 
annual meeting of 
Cowbridge Chamber of 
Trade that this was an 
option that should be 
explored. 

Speaking afterwards 
to The GEM, Mr John 
said that he wanted to 
make the point at the 
meeting for people to 
think about. 

“We have been doing 
Sunday opening for four 
Sundays in the run-up to 
Christmas, starting with 
the Reindeer Parade, but 
not all shops take part. 

“People need to know 
that they can have the 
full shopping experience 
before they will come - 
it’s no good having 
some shops dotted about 
that are open. 

“We need to really go 
for the Sunday opening 
at Christmas this year 
and make it a success. 
We can then consider 
using this as a launch 
pad for extending the 
period.” 

Mr John stated that 
action was needed to 
encourage people to 
shop in Cowbridge 
because of the current 
recession. 

“Obviously, most of 
the shops are family 
businesses and the own¬ 
ers are already working 


five or six days a week. 
Sunday is a family day 
- it’s the only day I can 
be with my family. But 
we have to compete 
against places like 
Culverhouse Cross and 
the Bridgend Designer 
Village. 

“Everything is open 
there on Sundays and I 
understand that it is 
their busiest day 
throughout the year - 
not just at Christmas. 

“Sunday is now a day 
people use for shopping, 
which has become a 
leisure activity. We need 


to look at any way we 
can to bring more peo¬ 
ple to the town.” 

Mr John said that it 
could not be done in 
Cowbridge in a half¬ 
hearted way. 

“We would need to 
get almost everyone on 
board including cafes, 
chemists and maybe the 
banks as well. 

“People will want to 
know that they can get 
everything they need if 
they come, but it will 
take a lot of hard work 
to get agreement from 
so many different busi¬ 


nesses.” 

Mr John pointed out 
that traders also open on 
the Sunday of the food 
and drink festival, and it 
may be possible in 
future to stay open from 
then through to 
Christmas. 

“But this year, we 
must concentrate on 
making our existing 
Sunday openings a suc¬ 
cess and try to get all 
the businesses to open, 
so that people will have 
plenty of choice about 
where to shop.”

NO NEED FOR BUSINESS 
PARK AT MoD ST ATHAN’ 


T he headlines 
may be that 
the public 
have, in principle, 
supported the 
Defence College 
(DTC) coming to 
MoD St Athan, but 
the lack of support 
and, more impor¬ 
tantly, information 
on the Welsh 
Assembly 

Government’s plans 
to spend our money 
on an Aerospace 
Business Park and 
access roads is 
being ignored! 

This is the main rea¬ 
son that the developers 


cannot fit the DTC 
‘behind the wire’ on the 
existing campus, as the 
local residents believed 
was happening. 

It is not that we have 
just ‘woken up to the 
proposed DTC’, it is 
because we are only just 
finding out about the 
enormity of the full 
plans. 

The majority of peo¬ 
ple’s concerns are related 
to the fact that the devel¬ 
opment is now gobbling 
up around 500 acres of 
countryside for addition¬ 
al housing and the pro¬ 
posed new access roads. 

In particular, the pro¬ 
posed northern access 
road (NAR) is badly 
placed, will affect many 
residents, the environ- 


Fantasy over 
the St Athan 
DTC ‘university’ 


P EOPLE seem 
to take seri¬ 
ously John 
Smith MP’s figure 
of 20,000 students 
per year at St 
Athan, though we 
know figures are 
not his strong 
point. 

The actual figure for 
the planning application 
is a maximum of 2,500 
trainees on site at any 
one time, doing courses 
from a few weeks to 18 
months long. 

Nothing like Cardiff 
University, and only a 
quarter of the student 
numbers on Glamorgan 
University’s Treforest 
campus. 

Another relevant fig¬ 
ure is one million con¬ 
tact hours per year. 
Metrix is arguing for 
this as one of the per¬ 
formance indicators. If it 
were 20,000 students 
they would average 50 
contact hours, far from 
university standard. 

Metrix wants to sub¬ 
stitute a lot of computer- 
based training, but the 
trades union has exam¬ 
ined the proposals and is 
arguing for 1.5 million 
contact hours. Metrix’s 


figure for the 2,500 
trainees on the St Athan 
site means nine contact 
hours each per week. 

That might do for 
motivated students on a 
reading-based university 
course, but is two hours 
a day enough for those 
getting basic practical 
training? 

Top staff in all three 
services feared that the 
Metrix PFI would down¬ 
grade training standards. 
Mr Smith’s fantasy com¬ 
parison with Cardiff 
University - instead of 
listening to the very real 
fears of the ‘brass-hats’ 
about dummed-down 
training - shows his 
quitting as MP c a nnot 
come too soon. 

It’s worrying that the 
MP fails to grasp the 
basic numbers that show 
the Technical College 
(one-time ‘Training 
Academy’) is no big 
deal. 

Rather than the 
“recession buster” of his 
publicity sheet, it’s of a 
piece with Labour’s PFI- 
privatisation dodges for 
government spending 
beyond our means that 
contributed to the reces¬ 
sion, and now make it a 
clear target for cuts.

ment, and will be costing 
taxpayers to the tune of 
£15million plus. 

It has now been 
acknowledged that the 
existing main entrance 
‘West Gate’, was not 
even considered by the 
WAG team until mem¬ 
bers of the public attend¬ 
ing the various work¬ 
shops objected to the 
NAR - and questioned 
why the existing West 
Camp entrance could not 
be modified. 

During the recent 
refurbishment of the run¬ 
way, the West Camp 
entrance proved that it 
could be used, and with 
little or no effect on 
local people. 

Apparently, the NAR 
is essential for the WAG 
proposals for an 
‘enhanced ABP’. The 
fact is that the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
has been trying for more 
than nine years to create 
a ‘centre of excellence’ 
for the aerospace indus¬ 
try, first at Rhoose and 
now at St Athan and has 
so far failed. 

It wishes to maintain 
existing engineering 
skills from local DARA 
trained personnel, but 
unfortunately, many 
were on contract and 
have already left the 


area, with few remain¬ 
ing! 

Is this going to be 
another expensive white 
elephant, following so 
soon after the building of 
the super hangar? 

Why is there such fix¬ 
ation with an industry 
that is in decline, often 
in trouble, is the ultimate 
luxury, and is such a 
major environmental 
issue? 

The Welsh economy 
would be much better 
served if support was 
given to smaller local 
businesses, rather than 
international conglomer¬ 
ates which may make 
headline news, but will 
relocate abroad at a drop 
of a hat! 

Without this specula¬ 
tive development of the 
ABP, or if plans were 
reduced to an achievable 
size, the DTC could be 
brought ‘within the 
wire’, building kept to 
brown field sites and 
easily serviced by the 
West Camp entrance. 

We must act now to 
make WAG reconsider 
the Aerospace Business 
Park, so that the DTC 
can come to St Athan 
with the residents’ sup¬ 
port.

A PARTY in their beau¬ 
tiful garden in the vil¬ 
lage of Treoes saw the 
celebration of Shirley 
and Arthur Callaghan’s 
golden wedding on 
Saturday, July 25.

Their children all live 
in close proximity to 
their parents and pictures 
of their eight grandchil¬ 
dren and two great¬ 
grandchildren proudly 
adorn their home 
WARTIME STORY 
THIS week, I am 
diverting from news of 
my three villages to 
bring GEM readers the 
story of a remarkable 
man. 

Gwyn Evans, bom in 
the mining village of 
Blaengarw, became a 
bomber pilot in the 
Second World War. 

He had many harrow¬ 
ing tales to relate. 
Following one raid on 
Germany, his plane was 
attacked over the English 


Channel when a fellow 
crewman was killed, just 
minutes after Gwyn 
jumped from the blazing 
plane. 

After several hours, he 
was rescued by a group 
of French Resistance 
fighters but, unfortunate¬ 
ly, he was betrayed by 
someone from the village 
and arrested by the 
Germans. 

He and other PoWs 
were marched through 
France to be imprisoned 
in Germany. One day, 
when the prisoners were 
approaching Germany, 
an RAF fighter plane 
flew over and bombed 
the column and Gwyn’s 
companion was killed. 

Gwyn has written 
many poems and stories 
of his harrowing experi¬ 
ences as a PoW and of 
life in his home town of 
Blaengarw. 

Of the nine local men 
who went to serve in 
Bomber Command in 
World War Two, he was 
the only one to return to 
Blaengarw. 

Sadly, Gwyn’s life 
came to an end in May 
this year following a long 
and painful illness. His 
funeral took place at the 
Coychurch Crematorium 
on May 15 and was 
attended by so many 
neighbours and friends. 


At the closing of the 
service, the Last Post was 
sounded by Gwyn’s 
nephew, Robert. 

The following poem 
was written for Joan, 
Gwyn’s partner of 37 
years. 

To Joan 

I loved you through the 
nights and through the 
days, 

A hundred thousand dif¬ 
ferent ways, 

I love you still, and 
through eternity 
My love will last for all 
to see, 

A beacon burning, blaz¬ 
ing in the night 
Illuminating all in sight 
My love will live in 
every scented flower 
And in the freshening 
April shower. 

In every breeze that stirs 
the autumn leaf. 

My love will live beyond 
belief, 

‘Twill live and laugh in 
every singing stream 
In every thought, in 
every dream 
Can words express the 
depth of such a love? 
Emblazoned in the stars 
above. 

I have had full permis¬ 
sion to tell Gwyn’s story 
from Joan.

FIFTEEN former 
Wales rugby cap¬ 
tains will be joined 
by current national 
coach Warren 
Gatland on an 
expedition to climb 
Mount Kilimanjaro 
on September, 6, 
and aim to raise 
£lm for the 
Velindre Cancer 
Centre Stepping 
Stones Appeal. 

Current captain Ryan 
Jones joined predeces¬ 
sors Scott Gibbs, Paul 
Thorbum and Scott 
Quinnell at a 
Millennium Stadium 
launch of the ‘Brains SA 
Captains’ Climb’ which 
also has a limited num¬ 
ber of places for mem¬ 
bers of the public who 
can contribute a mini¬ 
mum of £10,000 to the 
appeal. 

The initiative is the 
brainchild of national 
team sports photogra¬ 
pher Huw Evans whose 
family has recently been 
affected by lung cancer - 
the disease for which the 
appeal provides research 
funding. 

“Each of the 15 for¬ 
mer captains will be 
competing to raise 
money for the appeal, so 
fans can actually sponsor 
their favourite captain 


from recent history and 
it's quite a list of former 
rugby legends,” said 
Jones. 

“Or, even better than 
that, if you can raise the 
entrance money you 
could be reaching the 
heights of Africa along¬ 
side the likes of Gareth 
Thomas, Jonathan 
Davies, Scott Gibbs or 
Paul Thorburn”. 

The full list of inter¬ 
national captains who 
have committed to the 
climb alongside Gibbs, 
Thorburn and Quinnell 
is: Gareth Thomas, leuan 
Evans, Mark Taylor, 
Mike Hall, Bleddyn 
Bowen, Jonathan 
Davies, Rob Howley, 
Rob Jones, Jonathan 
Humphreys, Bob 
Norster, Eddie Butler 
and Colin Charvis. 
Gatland will also have 
coaching company with 
former Scarlets legend 
and international Phil 
Davies joining the party. 

The total party will 
number around 55, 
including at least one 
camera crew, Evans him¬ 
self and the Velindre 
Cancer Centre's Dr Jason 
Lester who is leading the 
expedition, alongside 
100 Sherpas. 

“The support we have 
had from the whole 
rugby community in 
Wales has been astound¬ 
ing already, the list of 


names on the trip is truly 
impressive and if that 
response is anything to 
go by we should reach 
the million pound figure 
with room to spare!” 
said Evans, whose wife 
Sue, a non - smoker, was 
diagnosed with lung can¬ 
cer in November 2008 
and is currently in recov¬ 
ery. 

“It’s only when you 
are affected by a disease 
like this personally that 
you realise it can happen 
to anyone of us at any 
time and that we need to 
do something more 
about it as a human race. 

“When we told people 
about Sue we were over¬ 
whelmed by the 
response and the offers 
of kindness, people want 


to do things to help so 
the next step for us was 
to channel that energy 
and begin to raise 
money”. 

Dr Lester, who has 
treated Evans’ wife, is 
also amazed at the 
response so far. 

“We are raising the 
profile of an area of 
research which gets a 
bad Press because peo¬ 
ple wrongly associate 
lung cancer with smok¬ 
ing, which isn't the case, 
this disease can and does 
affect people indiscrimi¬ 
nately and we hope to 
achieve the survival 
rates that other cancers 
have already attained.”

Cowbridge Museum’s 
evidence of a 
continental superstate 
- 2,000 years ago! 


FROM a time nearly 
2,000 years before the 
advent of the EEC, 
items in the ‘Roman 
Cell’ of Cowbridge 
Museum remind us 
that the town was once 
part of another conti¬ 
nent-wide superstate. 

Samian pottery found 
in the town came from 
Gaul, now France, and 
some of it shows images 
of non-native Roman 
deities. 

A stamped legionary 
tile, along with the 
remains of soldiers’ 
boots, gives us evidence 
of the Roman military 
presence. 

We know that the sol¬ 
diers amused themselves 
with the gaming counters 
on show. 

The pieces of Roman 
glass from windows or 


drinking vessels may 
well have been imported, 
while the black bur¬ 
nished and the grey pot¬ 
tery in the cell would 
have been made in 
Britain. 

Information panels 
give details of excava¬ 
tions carried out in High 
Street. Hopyard meadow, 
behind the Bear Hotel 
and in the Arthur John 
car park. 

Evidence of four buri¬ 
als was uncovered in the 
car park, including a vir¬ 
tually complete well pre¬ 
served male skeleton. 

Visitors and volun¬ 
teers are very welcome 
on the first Saturday of 
each month, between 
10.30am-4pm. The 
museum is in the old 
prison cells inside 
Cowbridge Town Hall.

WORK STARTS ON 
NEW SKATE PARK 
AT LLANTWIT 


WORK got under 
way this week on 
a project to 
revamp the skate¬ 
board park in 
Llantwit Major. 

The Vale Council has 
received a grant via 
Creative Rural 
Conununities under the 
Rural Development Plan 
for Wales, which it is 
matchfunding to upgrade 
the park at Windmill 
Lane. 

The work is expected 
to be completed by 
Friday, August 21. 

The scheme came out 
of a public meeting 
called by Coun Russell 
Downe, following an 
earlier meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the new play park 
in the town. 

“We had so many 
youngsters asking about 
the skate park that we 
decided to call a sepa¬ 
rate meeting. 

“The play park is a 
project being funded by 
the town council, but I 
explained that the skate 
park actually belongs to 
the Vale Council and 
they would have to be 
involved.” 

Coun Downe said that 
Phil Beaman, who is 
operational manager for 
parks and gardens, 
attended the meeting, 
together with Sophie 
Williams, who is the 
Vale Youth Champion. 

A number of Llantwit 
councillors attended, 
including Sally Bagstaff 
and Dave and Molly 


Lane. This meeting was 
also packed out, with 
more than 150 people 
present, and Phil 
Beaman then went to the 
Vale Council cabinet to 
get permission to work 
on the project. 

“We also had the for¬ 
mation of Major Skate 
as a direct result of all 
this,” said Coun Downe. 
“Derek Naylor and his 
sons were very keen and 
they got a lot of young¬ 
sters together to form 
the group.” 

Consultations were 
held with young skaters 
about what they wanted. 

“We also had a pri¬ 
vate meeting involving 
Llantwit borough and 
town councillors and 
Vale officers and we dis¬ 
cussed what could be 
done,” added Coun 
Downe. 

“I understand that 
grant applications were 
submitted and the Vale 
has received the funding 
it needs.” 

The work includes 
resurfacing existing 
items in the park, adding 
some new ones and cre¬ 


ating a new entrance. A 
cable is also being laid 
ready for floodlighting 
to be installed in a later 
phase of the scheme. 

Coun Downe said that 
this park was for the use 
of all skateboarders in 
the community and not 
only members of Major 
Skate. 

“It has been provided 
with public money for 
the benefit of all. It’s 
been fantastic and I want 
to thank Phil Beaman 
and everyone at the Vale 
for working so quickly. 

“They have managed 
to get this agreed and 
the money through in 
time to get it up and run¬ 
ning this sununer. 

“I take my hat off to 
them. It’s a very positive 
outcome for the young 
people of the town.” 

He also praised Mr 
Naylor for his work as 
chairman of Major 
Skate. There was also 
collaboration with Safer 
Vale and the Youth 
Service. 

“It’s been a good 
community effort,” he 
added.

Old Hall grounds 
responsibility of 
the Vale Council 

T he committee for turning 

Cowbridge Old Hall grounds into a

A spokesman for 
the residents 
explained: “Some 
time ago the area was 
pretty nondescript, 
one side bounded by a 
stream which was so 
overgrown with 
brambles, trees and 
weeds that the water 
couldn’t be seen. 

“It was in such a 
state it was know as 
‘The Ditch’. 

“On the other side 
were gardens, mainly 
in a wild state and 
nothing to be proud 
of.’ 

Thanks to the 
influx of new blood, 
and the inspiration of 
established residents, 
a wonderful transfor¬ 
mation took place, 
and the area won the 
Special Feature 
Section in the Best 
Kept Village

The stream was 
cleared, and trees 
removed along with 
overgrown bushes 
and rubbish.

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‘Only 12 crimes in June’ 
- Cowbridge town police 


THERE were only 12 
crimes in the 
Cowbridge area in 
June - down from the 
20 experienced in 
June last year. 

Insp Mark Taylor told 
Cowbridge councillors 
that he was pleased with 
the figures. There were no 
house burglaries and the 
two burglaries recorded 
were at the Antiques 
Centre, now in the old 
garden centre. 

“Basically, it’s a big 
glasshouse and I have 
asked officers to go along 
and talk to the owners 
about making it more 
secure. We are aware of 
the nature of this build¬ 
ing.” 

The figures show that 
no cars were stolen, 
although there were three 
thefts from motor vehi¬ 
cles. There were also two 
assaults. 

Insp Taylor said that 
these were assaults on 
minors and people have 


been arrested. 

He said police had con¬ 
ducted a four-day opera¬ 
tion at Culverhouse Cross 
shopping centre, which 
was high visibility. 

“That is the gateway to 
the Vale and it kept the 
criminals away from this 
area. If they see police 
activity, they are deterred 
from venturing into the 
rural Vale.” 

He said officers would 
run operations at beauty 
spots to deter car crime, 
and added that issues at 
Broadway in Llanblethian 
were still under discus¬ 
sion with the Vale 
Council, and officers 
were continuing to book 
people who park illegally 
in High Street. 

Coun Nicola Thomas 
asked if a police speed 
trap could be placed at 
Aberthin on the road lead¬ 
ing from the downs. 

“We had a PACT meet¬ 
ing and residents brought 
up about the speed of traf¬ 
fic on Penlan Road. Six 


people came to make the 
same point, so it would be 
nice if we could show that 
something was being 
done.” 

Insp Taylor said that 
peso Hilary 

O’Callaghan had spoken 
to him and he was aware 
of the problem. 

Coun Marian Arnold 
said that some meetings 
had been held in 
Ystradowen, but these 
had not been well adver¬ 
tised and many people did 
not realise they were on. 

Insp Taylor said he was 
disappointed if people 
were not aware of the 
venue, and said he would 
speak to PCSO Callaghan 
about this. 

“She has been putting 
on coffee mornings in 
some areas to try and 
draw in people and that 
may have caused some 
confusion about the date 
and venue of the usual 
meeting,” he added.

‘People of Wales can pull through together’ 

Tackling cases of swine 
flu - in the Welsh way 


by DR TONY JEWELL, WALES’ CHIEF MEDICAL OFFICER 


THERE is no doubt 
that the number of 
cases of swine flu 
in Wales will 
increase during the 
next few weeks, 
with further waves 
over the next year. 

But we can all help to 
minimise the outbreak - 
if we pull together. 

The most important 
message is - please 
don’t turn up at your 
doctor’s surgery or local 
hospital if you feel you 
have flu-like symptoms. 

That only spreads the 
virus, perhaps infecting 
people at greater risk, 
such as young children, 
expectant mothers, or 
those with underlying 
health problems. 

Instead, stay at home 
and use the phone or the 
internet to get advice. 

You can call the swine 
flu information line on 
0800 1 513 513 for 
recorded advice and the 
latest information. 

Alternatively, visit 
WWW. nhsdirect. wales, nhs 
.uk or 

WWW. wales, gov. uk/health 

Then, if you are still 
concerned, contact NHS 
Direct Wales on 0845 46 
47 or phone your GP 
who can provide diagno¬ 
sis over the phone and 


give the advice you 
need. 

For most people, the 
flu virus is proving rela¬ 
tively mild - so they can 
self-care and recover 
well without the need for 
anti-virals. 

In the case of high 
risk groups - for exam¬ 
ple, pregnant women, 
children under five years 
old and people with 
heart or lung disease - 
contact your GP straight 
away: antiviral treatment 
is more effective if given 
within 48 hours. 

A lot of people will 
have heard press and TV 
coverage of the National 
Pandemic Flu Service 
(NPFS) that has been 
launched in England, 
where swine flu has 
spread more rapidly. 

In Wales we have 
decided to continue to 


provide advice through 
our existing NHS Direct 
Wales service, which is 
staffed by health profes¬ 
sionals. 

Our health service 
staff are currently devel¬ 
oping new arrangements 
to handle the increase in 
enquiries based on the 
experience of colleagues 
in Scotland. 

If the number of cases 
here escalates greatly, 
and we face operational 
problems, we will have 
the option of plugging 
into the NPFS. 

But at the moment, 
the number of cases 
remains comparable to 
seasonal winter flu, so it 
makes sense for us in 
Wales to enhance exist¬ 
ing NHS services that 
people know and under¬ 
stand. 

At home, and out and 


about, we can help limit 
the spread of the virus 
by good hygiene - we 
need to be vigilant about 
using tissues, binning 
them and then washing 
our hands, that is why 
our message is ‘Catch It 
, Bin It, Kill It’. 

We are working hard 
to ensure a supply of 
vaccine sufficient for the 
whole population of 
Wales - but that will 
take some time and 
obviously the needs of 
high-risk groups have to 
be met first. 

That is why it is cru¬ 
cial that during the com¬ 
ing months the people of 
Wales help the NHS and 
help each other - togeth¬ 
er we can pull through.

Penarth Computer Club - notes 
on computer Agony columns 


THE agony columns 
are a great favourite 
of mine; not the ones 
from the lovelorn or 
those with financial 
difficulties, but the 
ones dealing with the 
everyday problems of 
computer users. 

If you don’t buy com¬ 
puter magazines or read 
the columns buried in 
newspapers, then you 
will have to rely on 
other resources. 

These can be pretty 
thin on the ground. One 
way to lose a friend is to 
keep asking for free 
advice and help with 
your computer. 

Then there are the 
users’ guides that come 
with the goods. If you 
are like most people, the 
manual is a last resort - 
after you have tried 
everything that you can 
think of. 

The information is in 
there, but it is hard to 
find because you need to 
understand the words 
they use. Eventually, you 
come to differentiate 
between ‘dialog boxes’, 
‘sliders’, ‘radio buttons’, 
‘tabs’ and all the other 
stuff. 

It helps to know the 
jargon in order to phrase 
the question properly. 

It also helps to present 
enough information with 
the question, so that 


whoever is prepared to 
answer can understand 
what is involved. 

This would include 
things such as the oper¬ 
ating system you are 
using and the version of 
the software that is giv¬ 
ing the problem, and 
whether you did some¬ 
thing specific just before 
the problem cropped up 
(if you can remember). 

The agony columns 
deal with problems that 
have bedevilled ordinary 
users and tend to be rele¬ 
vant for that reason. 

Having read of an 
interesting problem and 
noting that there is a 
quite elegant solution to 
it, the snag is how to 
remember the answer. 

Some time ago, I 
started a cuttings file to 
hold the ones I think 
might be useful at some 
point. It proves handy 
from time to time, as 
was demonstrated when 
a problem cropped up 
recently. (Actually, the 
problem was one I was 
creating for others.) 

As a matter of form, 
when I sent an email 
with attachments to sev¬ 
eral people I sent a 
‘blind’ copy to myself to 
check that everything is 
OK. 

After making a recent 
adjustment to my 
machine, I found that it 
was sending the attach¬ 
ments, but printing them 


in the main body of the 
e-mail as well. This is an 
irritation to many people 
and the machine had 
been set up long ago not 
to do it, so how do I do 
it again? 

You can stop it hap¬ 
pening in future by 
going to 

Tools>Options>Send>H 
TML Settings and 
uncheck Send pictures 
with messages and say 
Apply, which is what I 
did. To be sure that it 
was effective, I sent 
myself a test e-mail with 
an attachment. It didn’t 
work. 

I have confidence in 
the writer who gave the 
advice, so I assumed I 
had missed something 
and tried again. This 
time, I paid closer atten¬ 
tion and found that there 
was a second place for 
HTML Settings and 
therefore two places to 
be unchecked. 

I unchecked the sec¬ 
ond one and sent a sec¬ 
ond test message. It 
showed me that it still 
had not worked! 

Sometimes a change 
does not take effect until 
the programme has been 
re-started, so I closed 
and re-started the pro¬ 
gramme and sent test 
message number three. 
Still no joy. Perhaps an 
agony e-mail to the col¬ 
umn was called for. 

Confidence somewhat 


shaken, I decided to 
close down the pro¬ 
gramme and shut down 
computer. This was 
because I know that 
some alterations require 
a total re-start for things 
to take effect. Close 
down, reboot; send mes¬ 
sage number four. 

It works! 

The point of telling 


you all this is that even 
when you are following 
expert advice, it helps to 
keep your wits about 
you.

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AIRPORT CHIEFS BACK 
ASSEMBLY’S RULING ON 
RHOOSE ACCESS ROAD

CARDIFF AIRPORT has 
backed the Welsh 
Assembly’s decision not to 
build an airport access 
road, and instead target 
road improvements and 
more frequent bus and 
train journeys in the Vale. 

An airport spokeswoman said: 
“With regard to the access 
improvements to Cardiff Airport, 
we broadly welcome the more 
pragmatic and sensible approach 
outlined by the Welsh Assembly 
and, in particular, to enhance fre¬ 
quency and quality of public 
transport options between Cardiff 
Airport and the city of Cardiff. 


“The airport has for some 
time now questioned the notion 
of poor access to it and also 
whether this in itself could war¬ 
rant such a significant road 
investment. 

“Our view is that any signifi¬ 
cant infrastructural development, 
such as the options previously 
suggested, must be borne on the 
back of much wider economic 
and social benefits for and 
around the Vale.” 

The spokeswoman was anx¬ 
ious to stress that the proposed 
‘airport access road’ would not 
have been just been to help air 
travellers, but the wider economy 
too. She explained: “Our concern 
throughout the road consultation 


process has been that it was 
assumed the road was for the 
sole benefit of the airport - this 
of course was not the case. 

“Perhaps it is this assumption 
which ultimately led to the 
demise of the road plans. 

“If the various stakeholders 
had better articulated the eco¬ 
nomic benefits of the road within 
the Vale of Glamorgan, the pub¬ 
lic may have heard a different 
story.” 

She added: “We also welcome 
within the Assembly’s National 
Transport Plan the desire to 
enhance international connectivi¬ 
ty from Cardiff Airport.”

woman bas found 
comfort during tbe 
bard times in ber 
life by writing poet¬

Dorothy Davies, of 
Tair Onen, who is now 
80, is still putting pen to 
paper with her thoughts. 

Mrs Davies has had 
many unhappy times, 
including being brought 
up in a children’s home 
from the age of two to 
11 . 

But she has enjoyed a 
wonderful marriage to 
her husband Bill, which 
has lasted 57 years to 
date. 

Mrs Davies was 
brought up in Neath, and 
later Bridgend, but met 
her husband when she 
went on a day trip. 

He came from Cardiff 
and they lived in the city 
for the first few years, 
when their two oldest 
children were born. 

Both of these children 
suffered health problems 
and the couple were des¬ 
perate for a home of 
their own, as they were 
living in rooms. 

“My husband saw an 
advert for the Forestry 
Commission and the job 
came with a house,” she 
recalled. “He got the job 
and we went to live in 
Brechfa near Carmarthen 
for three years.” 

Mr Davies then trans¬ 
ferred with the commis¬ 
sion to the Vale and the

couple were allocated a 
house at Tair Onnen. 

“We lived in a differ¬ 
ent house at Tair Onen 
before moving to this 
one and we were able to 
buy it eventually when 
the Forestry decided 
they did not need so 
many workers. We have 
been at Tair Onen for 50 
years,” she said. 

The couple had a fur¬ 
ther two children, and 
bringing up a family of 
four was a full time job 
for Mrs Davies. 

Sadly, her eldest son 


has died but she has a 
son and daughter living 
locally and one daughter 
in Grimsby. She also has 
two grand-daughters - 
Angharad and Fieri. 

“I have written dozens 
of poems over the years 
and I have written them 
for people specially, or 
to mark special occa¬ 
sions,” she said. 

“I started writing 


essays and poetry when I 
was still a child, but the 
majority have been writ¬ 
ten in more recent 
years.” 

She has collected the 
poems into a folder, 
which she has shown to 
a number of people, 
including Theda 
Williams in the Celtic 
Knot shop, Cowbridge. 

“Theda has been very 
encouraging,” she said. 

“I have shown her my 
poems and written spe¬ 
cially for her.” 

One telling line in 
one of the poems reads: 
“I cannot stop myself 
getting older, but I can 
stop myself getting old.'' 

And it is a philosophy 
that Mrs Davies fervent¬ 
ly believes in. 

Although she has 
health problems, includ¬ 
ing arthritis and osteo¬ 
porosis, she remains 
active. She is a member 
of Zoar Chapel near the 
Aubrey Arms and also 
goes to St Nicholas WI. 

“Poetry does not 
come easily to me,” she 
said. 

“But it comes when I 
really need to express 
myself. 

“It’s a gift which has 
been with me during the 
best and worst times of 
my life.”

BULLOCK’S PROPOSAL IS 
ALL TOO FAMILIAR SCENE! 


S INCE first 
making waves 
with her roles 
in Demolition Man 
and Speed, Sandra 
Bullock has crafted 
a varied filmogra¬ 
phy across a multi¬ 
tude of genres. 

Yet it is romantic 
comedies that have 
given Bullock the most 
success, with the likes of 
Miss Congeniality, Two 
Weeks Notice and Forces 
of Nature (to name but 
three) showcasing the 
actress’ comedic ability. 

Her latest film. The 
Proposal, plays in a sim¬ 
ilar vein, with Bullock 
as Margaret, a Canadian 
book publisher who is 
told that, due to visa 
issues, she must leave 
the country right away. 

Desperate, she ropes 
in her assistant Andrew 
(Ryan Reynolds) to 
marry her in order to 
stay in the country. 
Forced together, the pair 
travel to Andrew’s home 
town for a birthday, 
intent on learning as 
much about each other 
as possible before they 
are questioned - but will 
this be the start of some¬ 
thing more between the 
two of them... 


There isn’t a genre 
that is any more pre¬ 
dictable than that 
marked ‘romantic come¬ 
dy’ . After all, while 
other types of films can 
play with expectations 
and twist and turn you, 
the romantic comedy is 
all about two people 
who end up together at 
the end having learnt 
that they really do love 
each other. 

It is a path that The 
Proposal makes no 
attempt to veer from, 
and while the end result 
is as predictable as you 
would imagine, thanks 
to some good comedic 
turns the film doesn’t 
quite falter as much as 
you would imagine. 

This is mainly thanks 
to the performances of 
both Bullock and Ryan 
Reynolds, who are both 
particularly good come¬ 
dy performers and who 
spark the film, despite 
its overly predictable 
arc. 

Bullock does a neat 
line in pratfalling come¬ 
dy which she executes 
here very well and 
shows that she is one of 
the more gifted actresses 
in these types of films. 

There is little demand 
performance-wise, but 
she carries off the role 


well, and while playing 
a callous hard-nosed 
businesswoman, at least 
allows the faintest chink 
of empathy within the 
character to make you 
feel she isn’t wholly 
beyond redemption. 

As her put-upon assis¬ 
tant, Ryan Reynolds is 
hugely entertaining, 
charismatic with whip- 
fast putdowns. 

The actor has fol¬ 
lowed a similar career 
path to Bullock, but his 
comedy skills are as 
sharp as ever here, mak¬ 
ing a perfect foil for 
Bullock’s uptight per¬ 
sona. 

The chemistry with 
the actress works well, 
and the pair really raise 
the film with their per¬ 
formances. 

The supporting cast 
are all competent with¬ 
out stretching them¬ 
selves, but the best turn 
comes from Betty White 
as Andrew’s grandmoth¬ 
er, all pithy asides and 
young-at-heart attitude, 
which raises the biggest 
laughs. 

These three turns are 
wholly responsible for 
making the film far more 
entertaining than it 
should be. 

Director Anne 
Fletcher is certainly at 


home with this genre, 
having directed the simi¬ 
larly enjoyable-yet-slight 
27 Dresses, and delivers 
another competent effort 
here. She shoots the 
comedy well, bringing a 
few offbeat tones into 
what is a rather straight¬ 
forward affair, with a 
bird of prey attack stick¬ 
ing out in the memory. 

She also gets the pac¬ 
ing just right, even 
though the film falls into 
the familiar serious tones 
of the final act, the com¬ 
edy being pared back in 
favour of ‘emotion’ that 
is difficult to muster 
given that the outcome is 
pretty obvious. 

Similarly, the script 
from Pete Chiarelli, his 
first, accentuates the 
skills of Bullock and 
Reynolds, providing 
them with ample oppor¬ 
tunities to mine the com¬ 
edy, and by doing this 
takes the onus away 
from the generic conven¬ 
tions that seemingly 
must be adhered to. 

It is a script that, 
much like the film, is 
rather over familiar but 
at the same time reason¬ 
ably entertaining - 
although you do wish 
that somebody could 
find a way of adding a 
little bit of intrigue, and

offer something differ¬ 
ent, to these types of 
film. 

VERDICT-A come¬ 
dy that is boosted by the 
turns of Sandra Bullock, 
Ryan Reynolds and 
Betty White, The 
Proposal smacks of the 
aftertaste of every other 
romantic film but at least 
offers something enter¬ 
taining in lieu of its 
familiarity. 

Pleasing, yet pre¬ 
dictable, the performanc¬ 
es are the main selling 
point, and enhance what 
is ultimately a run of the 
mill film.

Ancient church issues
